(ii) optionally forming a pharmaceutically-acceptable salt; 

(c) for the preparation of a compound of the Formula I wherein a substituent on Q a or Q b is 
(l-6C)alkoxy or substituted (l-6C)alkoxy, (l-6C)alkylamino, di-[(l-6C)alkyl] amino or 
substituted (l-6C)alkylamino, the alkylation of an amide derivative of the Formula I wherein 
a substituent on Q a or Q b is hydroxy or amino.

Claim 16 (new): A method for the treatment of rheumatoid arthritis, asthma, chronic 
obstructive pulmonary disease, inflammatory bowel disease, multiple sclerosis, AIDS, septic 
shock, congestive heart failure, ischaemic heart disease or psoriasis in a warm-blooded animal in 
need thereof comprising administering to said animal an effective amount of a compound of the 
Formula I as claimed in any one of claims 1, 2 and 9, or a pharmaceutically-acceptable salt 
thereof. 
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
